The following are comments on three of 
documents in the attached list: 

1. Document D3 is in Spanish, but translations of selected parts of the text 
are in parentheses. The document discloses certain HIV-1 protease inhibitors (especially 
saquinavir, ritonavir, indinavir and nelfinavir), and provides a brief discussion of clinical 
studies, resistance, adverse effects and metabolism. There is no mention of efavirenz. 
This document has essentially no releyance to the claimed subject matter. 

2. Document D4 is also in Spanish, but translations of selected parts oftthe.- 
text are in parentheses. The document lists the principal groups of HIV antivirals 
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including efavirenz. This document has essentially no relevance to the claimed subject 
matter. 

3. Document D5 is a portion of a 1995 edition of Remington's 
Pharmaceutical Sciences. Pages 859-863 closely correspond to Remington's 
Pharmaceutical Sciences, 19 th edition, 1995, pp. 1616-1620, which is already of record. 
Pages 865-869 of Document C provide a general description of granulation methods. 
This document provides general technical information of interest as background with 
respect to the claimed invention, but is not otherwise relevant. 

It is requested that the Examiner consider the cited references as part of the examination 
- of the subject application, make the references of record, and return an initialed copy of the 
attached form with the next communication to Applicants. 

Since this statement is being filed before the mailing of a first Office action after the 
filing of a Request for Continued Examination under 37 C.F.R. LI 14, no fee is believed to be 
due.
